the invariable custom in 
convention that the 


elected the members of 
C‘ongressionual Democratic Fx 
ecutive Committee to serve fo:

Death Has Released 
Story of Friendship 


Dr. Grady Edward Clay died early last Thurs- 

day morning. 

You can't tell a story about a doctor, praising 
him, while he is alive. Not if you would use his name. Professional 
ethics forbid. So, the story for this morning could not have been 
told while Dr. Clay lived 

It was about two months ago. One of the best friends I have 
ever known called me, by telephone, at my home one evening. 
When I answered the phone this friend couldn't speak intelligibly 
for a minute or so. I waited for the caller, whose voice 1 didn't 
recognize, to identify himself. 

At last he did so and called me by name. Then I suddenly 
realized, with a sense of shock, that this friend, this man I admire 
so. much, could hardly speak because his voice was choked with 
tears. It is rare to hear any man cry and it is, therefore, rather 
shocking. And I had never heard this friend of mine display such 
emotion through all the years of our friendship. 

At last he regained control of his voice. Then: 

“Dr. Grady Clay is dying,” he said. “Incurable disease and the 
finest doctors have agreed he cannot live more than six months 


longer.” 
: Now, f did not know Dr. Clay.. But I had 
Doctor and Patient known this friend of mine, so moved, 
had been a patient of Dr. Clay’s for a number of years. And this 
friendship was the outgrowth of the relationship of a patient to a 
doctor he trusts. y 
There are some who would, In the name of socialized medicine, 
make the relationship of doctor to patient an automatic, emotion- 
less sort of thing. Real friendship between the two is ofttimes the 


most potent curative in the pharmacopeia. 
Since that evening call, two months ago, I 


Life of Service have been learning facts about Dr, Clay and 
his career. Even in briefly itemized form it tells the story of a man 
who became outstanding in his profession but, more important still, 
gave of himself so freely that he became, to many, a living synonym 
for that definition of true friendship, a “very present help in time 
of trouble.” 

I did not know, until recently, Dr. Clay was the first in Atlanta 
to confine his practice exclusively to the eye. That he pioneered 
in other ways, .in some forms of eye disease holding a world-wide 
reputation for his research and his methods of treatment. 

This is not the place to list all the honors and the achievements 
that came to Dr. Clay throughout his career. That was done in the 
news story of his death. 

However, I do want to quote from a letter he wrote, during his 
fatal illness, to some of the friends who had sent him messages of 
sympathy. 

In describing his early days of practice in Atlanta, he wrote 
that his collections per month, during the first six months after 
opening his office, were but $12. “It so continued, approximately, 
for a long time,” he wrote. 

He was a strong believer in the medical tenet of “no publicity.” 
He referred to a recent news story aljout a “blue baby” operation 
performed in Atlanta and spoke of his gratification that the story 
was “without doctors’ names all over the page.” 

4 | have seen many changes take 
The Medical Society place,” he wrote, “the first being the 
real growth of the Fulton County Medical Society, from a small, 
divided society of three factions into a strong, friendly organiza- 
tion. I shall always feel that the development of an old apartment 
into the Doctors Building helped to bring together these three 
factions.” 

With characteristic modesty, he makes no mention of the great 
part he and his friendly spirit played in that removal of factional- 
ism from the Society. Nor that he had served as President and 
trustee of the Society. His influence as a double-term President of 
the Emory University Alumni Society and on the University board 
of trustees was also strong. 

He was outspoken in condemnation of practices he thought detri- 
mental to his own profession. For instance, he wrote: 

“The doctors who have done more harm to the profession than 
all others are those who charge excessive fees. They alone are 
responsible for a tendency toward the development of socialized 
medicine.” 

He must have been a great character. A doctor of friendship so

Bikini Tests 
Create Distrust 


A year ago tomorrow, the 
Atomic Age was opened by the 
explosion of a bomb in New Mexi- 
co. President Rooseveit had made 
one of the most momentous de 
cisions in all history when he 
authorized the expenditure of 
more than $2,000,000,000 in prepa- 
ration for this event. A fateful 
year of fruitless indecisions has 
intervened, during which the gov- 
ernments of the world have failed 
to take steps so that the human 
race might survive. 

Suspense and suspicion are on 
the increase. 

Exactly one month ago, the 
Baruch proposal for internation- 
al control of atomic energy was 
submitted to the United Nations 
Atomic Energy Commission. Five 
days later Russia offered another 
plan. Fundamentally these two 
plans are diametrically opposed. 
Baruch, as do the rest of us, 
wants world peace. We are will- 
ing to pay the high price for it of 
trusting the atomic secret with 
the United Nations. Russia, too, 
wants peace and proposes to pay 
for it by an “outlawry of war” 
agreement which has never work- 
ed and never will work. And 
Russia must know this. Mean- 
time, even as an effort is being 
made to reconcile the differences 
in the two plans, this Nation pro- 
ceeds with its atomic bomb tests. 


I CONFESS that I am perplex- 


ed as to the nature and purpose 
of the Bikini tests while I am ap- 


palled by the reckless expenditure 
of money in connection with them, 
Are they for scientific purposes? 
In late May of this year, the 
Federation of American Scientists 
stated that scientists are nol pro- 
fessionally interested in these 
tests, and that they were purely 
military. “Scientists expect noth- 
ing of scientific value and- little 
of technical value to peacetime 
uses of atomic energy as a result 
of these tests,” the statement 
said. Further, the scientists say 
that their co-operation in the proj- 
ect is at the behest of the arm- 
ed forces of the Nation, a co-op- 
eration that is ‘given reluctantly 
and ‘without enthusiasm. It is 
the physical scientists who take 
this position. Biologists, ichtyolo- 
gists and some other scientists say 
that the experiments are of value. 

Are they for military purposes? 
Perhaps. And yet it seems to me 
to be shocking that the United 
States, or any other nation for 
that matter, should at this time 
give any indication, however re- 
mote, that it is preparing for 
atomic warfare, This is not a time 
for martial gestures: it is not a 
time for public exercises in the 
art of modern war. The Navy as-

Is 
the Bikini experiment diplomacy 
by intimidation, If so, it is in bad 
taste—and badly timed. 

Whatever its purpose, it is im- 
possible to believe that the United 
States will not be regarded as act- 
ing in bad faith. I submit that if 
it were Russia that was carrying 
the atom bomb tests, some-

Atlanta Looks 
Beautiful From Air 


Atlanta is a very pretty city from the air in 
ec the early morning. The smudge of the chim- 
EsSis SSS, 4 ney smoke is not upon it then, and in the low 
rays of the sun it shines in the bright of the early day like new. 
The tall buildings have a grace and symmetry that cannot be per- 
ceived from the ground. It is an amazingly compact city, down- 
town. From the Henry Grady to the Hurt Building is a long way 
to walk on a hot day. From the air it seems just a step. It looks 
to be about the area that could be covered with one atomic bomb. 

It is a remarkably wooded city. You don’t think much about 
the trees, driving through the streets in a car.. But just beyond 
the business section the trees begin and the look of the city is defi- 
nitely sylvan. Even the sections you know are dirty and shabby 
are pretty from aloft, with the sun twinkling on the multi-col- 
ored roofs. It is a city strangely ordered and strangly haphazard, 
with blocks laid out in neat squares, and then, adjoining, through 
some feature of the terrtain not obvious from the air, the pattern 
of the streets winds and twists and circles and doubles like the 
meanderings of a river. From’the air, as from the ground, the 
layout of Ansley Park is a bewildering maze. 

But it is a pretty city. You don’t realize it from the ground, for 
there gaudy signs, and papers blowing in the streets and shabby 
houses here and there distract the eye. From the air its faults are 
invisible, its dirt and ugliness concealed. I think perhaps there are 
no ugly cities from the air. 


The early hours of morning, when the sun is 
still at the rim of the world, is the best time to 
flv. Ahead to the horizon lies the pearly haze, but directly below 
everything shows clearly, like the bottom of a clear spring. The 
new plowed fields are red, the planting fields green and the new cut 
grain fields a soft shining yellow. The terracing cuta it all into 
mosaics of triangles, squares and circles, like a modernistic paint- 
ing. The farmer, working with red land and green crops, is a 
finer artist than he could ever realize until he sees his handiwork 
from the air. 

The air of the morning is clear and sparkling, and the clouds 
of morning are cotton, washed with gold. 

After an hour or so of flying through this cleanliness, the eyes 
looking upon this beauty, coming back to earth is a disappointment. 
By contrast with the vast spaciousness, the beauty of the earth 
from the air, the terminals are ugly, dirty, crowded and noisy. 
The surroundings from which one leaves, and to which one returns, 
are out of keeping, in look and spirit, with the mode of travel. 

And I’m afraid the stranger, looking down on Atlanta as he 
flies in in the early morning, or in the late evening, when the 
lights are glowing red and blue and yellow, won’t remember the 
city for its beauty. He will remember it for its terminal, with its 
littered floors, its crowding and its noises. 

Like nearly every other city, we ought to have a nicer place as 
our port of entry from the air.

NEW YORK—tThe career .- of 
Murray Garsson, the promoter 
who seems to have imposed upon 
the sturdy but highly credulous 
honesty of Andrew Jackson May, 
of Kentucky, presents a delightful 
study, as well pursued in court 
records and in the reminiscences 
of policemen in New York as in 
the meager records revealed in 
Washington. Mr. May, a backwoods 
Congressman and Chairman of the 
Military Affairs Committee of the 
House of Representatives, 
Murray Garsson for years, 
knew nothing questionable about 
him. 

The outline of Garsson’s bank- 
ruptcies, his association with emi- 
nent New York gangsters of the 
prohibition era and -his arrests, 
and data on his brother, Henry, 


have been entered in the Congres- 
sional Record. 

Mr. May would seem to have 
been no more careless, however, 
than others in times past or the 
Army officers who dealt with the 
Garsson corporations. The FBI 
had the records of both and Gov. 
Tom Dewey, of New York; Ed 
Mulrooney, the retired Police Com- 
missioner, and a number of others 
here had picked up their trail, par- 
ticularly Murray’s, now and again 
for years. 


MR. DEWEY remembered Mur- 
ray as a figure in a bribery case 
in the Federal Court when Gars- 
son was a special assistant to Wil- 
liam Doak, who was Secretary of 
Labor under Herbert Hoover. 

The most interesting detail dis- 
closed in a day’s search here was 
a loan of $130,000 worth of stock 
of the Twentieth Century-Fox 
Corporation to Murray Garsson by 
Joseph Schenck. 

Willie Bioff, the old brothel 
keeper who had found his social 
level among che aristocracy of Hol- 
lywood, testified on his trial for 
extortion that Joe had loaned 
Garsson $200,000, A later witness, 
Joe Moscowitz, Mr. Schenck’s 
bookkeeper, went into more de- 
tail. He said Schenck loaned 
$202,837.50 to himself and Gars- 
son, which was paid for the stocks 
and that 5,000 shares, worth then 
approximately $130,000, was Gars- 
son's share of the loan. Garsson 
indorsed the stock in blank to 
Schenck. Had it gone up, Gars- 
son, apparently, would have had a 
profit. This point was not devel- 
oped. It was later sold for $120,-
